Not long ago I listened to a dear 
brother expound and preach from this 
text. I became much interested and fol- 
jowed him closely. His discourse 
took:up a train of very deep thought, 
and as he continued to speak I imagin- 
ed I could see a picture of those two 
great men of wealth as they stood 
there at the foot of the mountain, 
looking over the beautiful plain of 
Jordan in council as to what course 
to pursue, that they might have peace, 
for the enemy had gotten into the 
camp and created disturbance among 
their herdsmen. No doubt they had 
dwelt in peace together for a long 
time, for their flocks had increased 
until they were very great. Abraham’s 
flocks were.much the greater, as we 
learn that he always walked very close 
to the Lord and was faithful with all 
his house and paid tithes of all that 
he possessed. And surely his tithes 
must have been much for his posses- 
sions were very great, and yet he nev- 
er murmured, but just cheerfully turn- 
ed over one tenth of all to Melchise- 
dec, possibly feeling that all was the 
Lord’s any way, “As it is written, the 
earth is the Lord’s and the fulness 
thereof.” God had only intrusted all 
these great flocks in his care _ to 
prove and prepare him for the high 
position into which he was about to 
place him when his name should be 
changed, and he was no more to be 
called Abram, but Abraham, the fa- 
ther of the faithful. 


But let us again notice Lot. As 
Abram sees this disturbance must be 
settled, and we see him as he calls 
his young nephew into council, Come 
now I pray thee, let there be no strife 
between thee and me, nor between 
thy herdsmen and my herdsmen, for 
we are brethren. Ah no, this great 
man of God could not allow such a 
thing as strife to be in his camp lest 
the God he loved should be displeased 
and he just could not afford to have 
such a thing as that. After he had 
been so faithful and had God’s ap- 
proval upon all that he had done for 
so many years, now I hear him as he 
goes into the council: with Lot, say- 
ing, Is not the whole land before thee? 
Separate thyself from me I pray. If 
thou will go to the right hand then I 
will go to the left, or if thou will 
turn to the left hand then I will go to 
the right. 

I see Lot as he seems to stand some- 
what spell-bound, listening to the 
council of his old uncle whom he, no 
doubt, well knew had the whole land 
under his control, and no doubt was 
not a little surprised to hear Abran. 
give him such a liberal offer as this, 
but Abraham was a real sanctified 
man of God, there was no selfishness 
in his heart at all; he would rather 
see his nephew have the good things 
than to have them himself, and he 
knew that He to whom he had been 
paying tithes for years had them all 
laid up in His great storehouse in 
waiting for him to draw upon at any 
time that he might have needed, and 
he possibly knew that Lot had never

And being turned, I saw seven 
golden candlesticks and m the midst 
of the seven candlesticks, one like un- 
to the Son of man, clothed with a gar- 
ment down to the feet, and girt about 
the paps with a golden girdle, his 
head and his hairs were white like 
wool, as white as snow. Rev. 1:12-16. 

John was one of the disciples of our 
Lord. He had a loving disposition and 
in his epistles he has much to say 
about love. He was styled that disciple 
whom Jesus loved. He was intimately 
associated with Peter, both before and 
after the crucifixion of Jesus. He was 
banished to the Isle of Patmos by 
Damitian where he received the vision 
referred to in the text. He was in the 
Spirit on the Lord’s day. (Vs. 10). He 
heard a voice, his attention was ar- 
rested, and being turned he said, “I 
saw seven golden candlesticks.” In 
this passage we have a striking repre- 
sentation of the Church of Christ. 

Notice :— 

The figure to which the church is 
likened—“a candlestick.” Evidenly it 
allures to the candlestick in the tem- 
ple. Ex. 25:31. 

(1.) A candlestick is an instru- 
ment for holding a light. The church 
is the depository of sacred light. It is 
called the pillar and ground of the 
truth. All truth was given for its es 
tablishment and maintenance. It is 
the place where the Holy Spirit re- 
sides, and manifests His presence. It 
iz where He has set His gifts. .\ real 
Church of God in order will manifest 
every gift and all the graces of the 
spirit as well as the fruits of the 
Spirit. A candlestick is a retainer to 
hold a light. The light is the indwell- 
ing spirit manifesting himself thru 
the operation of the gifts in the 
church. As a candlestick the church is 
not only the holder of the light, but 
it is an instrument. 

(2.) For the @iffusion of the light. 
It receivés light to shed it abroad. 
God says to Zion, Arise, shine for thy 
light is come and the glory of the Lord 
is risen upon thee. Isa. 60:1. Jesus 
says, Ye are the light of the world. A 
city that is set on a hill cannot be 
hidden. Matt. 5:14. We are not to put 
it under a bushel, but on a candlestick 
(in the church). Many people get sav- 
ed, sanctified and filled with the Holy 
Ghost and become a member of the 
spiritual body of Christ which is the 
spiritual side of the Church, and then 
refused to come into the literal side 
by accepting government and order, 
then putting their light under a 
bushel where but few can see it, in- 
stead thereof we should put it on a 
candlestick, the literal and Scriptural 
organism, where it will shine. The 
church shines the lignt of gospel doc- 
trines, Christian principles by which 
we are enabled to live a life of prac 
tical holiness. Do not put your light 
under a bushel, but on a candlestick. 

Notice: 

3.)—The Quality of 
“Golden candlesticks.” 

(A.) Golden, to represent the pur- 
ity of the church. It is not tv be a 
worldly institution; it is not tw be a 
polluted society where all sorts of 
worldly conformity exists, but they 
are to be a separate people, a peculiar 
people zealous of good works. Blood- 
washed, sanctified, spirit-filled people, 
showing forth the praises of God. A 
place where the truth is loved ans 
honored by zealous obedience, a place 
where the Holy Spirit has right of 
way). 

(B.) Golden, to represent the rar- 
ity of the church. Gold is 
scarcest of all metals. The church is 
like a small bush in the midst of the 
wilderness, a little city in the world’s 
great and extensive desert. Christ 
calls it a “Little Flock,” but He says 
Fear not, for it is your Father’s good 
pleasure to give you the kingdom. We 
are small now in the midst of the 
great institutions of the world, but 
never mind, we will inherit the earth 
some day. 

(C). The church is like a golden 
candlestick on account of its precious- 
ness and value. Gold, as it is the rar- 
est, so it is the most valuable of 
metals. The church is His palace, His 
treasure, she is as dear as the apple

The Camp Meeting In Texas 

I had written to Brotner Williams 
that I would arrive in Weatherford 
Monday night about twelve o’clock 
and of course he did not expect me 
until that time, but I decided later, 
that I did not want to land there after 
night, therefore I left Forrest City, 
Ark. after service Sunday night, ar- 
riving in Weatherford at 3:00 p. m. 
Monday 

I decided that the first- thing I 
should do would be to go to a press- 
ing club and have my coat cleaned 
and pressed. I told the young man 
that I had just arrived from Arkansas. 
He asked, is this F. J. Lee? I told him 
that he was correct, ne said, “I am a 
member of the Church of God, I will 
fix up your coat and take you over 
to the camp-ground in my car.” That 
was good news to me for I knew not 
which way to go, also I was tired and 





had a heavy hand-bag. I slipped in at 
the back door of the tabernacle but 
Brothers Williams and Waldron soon 
spied me. 

I was taken to the home of Broth- 
er Waldron, the pastor, where I fared 
sumptously every day while there. 

The camp-meeting was a sweeping 
success, it was estimated that about 
one thousand from a distance were 
in attendance, also from three to four 
thousand attended the night services.

Brother Williams seemed much _ at 
home in conducting the whole affair. 
The people seem to love him and from 
all appearance he is making a good 
state overseer.

Brother B. L. Hicxs, his wife and 
Brother George Douglas were in at- 
tendance at the Texas Camp meeting.

IN GOD’S WORK 


People Are Drifting In- 
to Heathenism

Once this part of Africa (Swazi- 
land) was in gross darkness, but the 
light of God’s eternal truth was 
brought into this country some years 
ago by some of God’s good mission- 
aries, and hundreds of natives are now 
clothed in modest apparel. 

Owing to the far removed district, 
the native Christians very seldom see 
any white women other than the mis- 
sionary ladies, and because of the 
good example set by them there has 
been very little change in the mode 
of dress. The leading native evangel- 
ist and interpreter had no opportunity 
to see the changing fashions of the 
world until taken on a trip to the 
proud European town of Sabie Trans- 
vaal, by the missionaries of his coun- 
try. During his few days’ stay in 
Sabie Transvaal, he went up town 
often, and native-like, saw everything 
there was to see, but said very little 
about the things that surprised him. 


After returning to his native home, 
it fell to this native colored preach- 
er to conduct the services the fol- 
lowing Sunday, With the trip to the 
proud European town still fresh in 
his mind, he arose before the congre- 
gation and read his appropriate 
Scripture. He took for his theme, 
“The Coming of the Lord.” 
Everything was silent, and all eyes 
were upon this colored servant of 
God. The Spirit of the Lord fell upon 
the listening congregation, and the 
missionaries were convinced that the 
Lord was working and blessing the 
truth that fell from this black man’s 
lips, his voice rang out in his native 
language with a force which would 
put to shame many of our homeland 
half-hearted preachers. Finally this 
black preacher cried out with an ear- 
nestness that fairly stormed the fort: 
“My last proof that Jesus is soon 
coming back to earth again, is that 
the white race which first received 
Jesus and Christianity, are now back- 
slidden and going naked and know it 
not.” There and then, with the bright- 
ness of countenance, and flashing 
eyes, which proved God’s presence, 
he set out to tell his Searers about 
nis walk -thru the streets of Sabie. 
He said, “I, a religious, God-fearing, 
black-man, wanting to be modest, 
started to walk up the streets and to 
my surprise I met a white lady an@ 
at one glance I saw her knees, her- 
fair arms and her low neck. Thinking 
that she would be grieved at me find- 
ing her unclothed, I turned and went 
up a Side street, believing that she 
had appeared before putting on all 
her clothes. To my surprise, whem 
seeking to escape from my [first pre- 
dicament, I met others, their hair cit 
just like men. (The women shal] not 
wear that which pertaineth to a man, 
neither shall a man put on a woman’s

of His eye. She is graven on His 
hands, he rejoices over her as a young 
bridegroom rejoices over his bride. 

(D.) Golden, on account of its dur- 
ability. The church has a sure foun- 
dation, the gates of hell shall not pre- 
vail against it. She rests on a reveal- 
ed Christ and will endure coequal 
with Him. She is composed of precious 
stones, lively stones, she groweth up 
a spiritual house for a habitation of 
God thru the Spirit. The clay and 
brass of all worldly creeds and king- 
doms shall be thrown down and de- 
stroyed; but the golden kingdom of 
Christ is an everlasting kingdom and 
His reign shall never end. 

Let us notice:— 

(4.) The numerical description of 
the church. 

“Seven golden candlesticks,” repre- 
senting literally the seven Asiatic 
churches. Spiritually, it represents 
and relates to the completeness of the 
church, as the number seven in scrip- 
ture indicates perfection. On the sev- 
enth day God rested from His labors 
and blessed and hallowed it. The sev- 





enth year was a Sabbatical year. We 
read also of seven priests, 
seven churches, seven trump- 


ets, seven seals, seven spirits, seven 
angels, etc., admitting the term “to” 
indicates perfection, how does it ap- 
ply to the church? The members of 
the church not perfect in their con- 
duct and practice here. It is not per- 
fect in its collective form, for it is a 
growing body, it is an unfinished 
building. The Church of God may be 
said to be perfect. 
(A.) In its head. 


Christ is the head of the church, 
which is His body. There can be no 
weakness in Him. No falibility can be 
ascribed to Him, and the members of 
His body can only be complete in Him. 
This completeness is not effected by 
our affiliation with the literal and 
visible side of the church, but is made 
possible only by our spiritual connec- 
tion with Him by faith and a continu- 
ous cleansing of the blood of Christ. 
The blood is the life, and just as the 
blood must be continually flowing 
thru every part of the human body to 
perpetuate life, absorbing poisonous 
substances and distributing life-giving 
properties; just so the blood of Jesus 
must continue to flow thru the church 
in every individual organ absorbing 
and atoning for all our human imper- 
fections and diffusing spiritual life. 
Thus it may be said we are complete 
in Him. 

(B.)—The church is perfect in its 
ordinances. All that is necessary for 
the church’s comfort and fruitfulness 
has been given and will receive no 
more. It remains for her to _ love, 
reverence, and observe them by keep- 
ing them as demanded by holy writ. 

(C.} Ft is perfeet in its revelation. 
The Word of God, which was given 
by inspiration for the perfecting of 
its saintship has been given in its 
a perfect 
guidebook for the church’s conduct 
and practice, ‘nothing more is needed 
and nothing more will be given. 

(D.) It is perfect in its spiritual 
influence. It has the Holy Ghost. The 
Spirit of truth and light abiding in 
it forever to illuminate and guide the 
church into all truth, taking the 
things of Christ and showing them 
unto its members. 

We will notiee:— 


5. (A.) It is visible to the heaver- 
born soul and having found the way 
to Zion, he becomes one of her inhabi- 
tants. He seeks her peace and happi- 
ness and delights himself in her fel- 
lowship and communion. 

(B.) It is visible to the world. And 
the world hates it, because they are 
condemned by it, and because it pro- 
claims relentless war on its principles 
and fashions. 

(C.) Ft is visible to fallen wicked 
spirits. And they are arrayed in hos- 
tile confliet against her existence and 


progress. Paul says, We wrestle 
against wicked spirits in heavenly 
places. 

(D.) It is visible to the blessed 


and glorious Jehovah.

His ears 
are open to her cries, and He is ready 
to supply her every need according to 
His riches in glory. 

(E.) It is visible to angels. 

They watch over it, and minister to 
its inhabitants.

Addressing the congregation, he 
turmed to two of the missionary la- 
dies and said, “These are stil] clotn- 
ed, you would not realize in looking 
at them, what I saw of the fashion in 
the town with my own eyes. I declare 
the coming of the Lord draweth nigh.” 

O that the professing Christians 
and preachers of this land of ours 
could get a clearer vision of Jesus, 
and see that such as this black preach- 
er from the wilds of Africa saw, are 
yn abomination unto the Lord, and 
a disgrace to womanhood.
